Following  another  quarter  of  phenomenal  growth,  the  DCBID  is  now  focusing  on  job 
opportunities  and  companies  focused  on  innovation  and  creativity  for  the  next  phase  of 
the  renaissance. 

Colburn  School  Ends  Dispute.  Secures  Land 

The  Colburn  School  was  plunged  into  a  real-estate  drama  this  year  when 
Downtown-based  JMF  Development  took  steps  to  buy  the  land  under  the  music 
institution.  Colburn  has  secured  a  deal  for  its  property  with  the  now-defunct  Community 
Redevelopment  Agency,  which  is  in  the  process  of  selling  off  its  former  holdings  to 
private  entities. 

Fashion  District 

Look  Inside  DTLA's  Future  Floxton  Flotel 

The  London-based  firm  intends  to  convert  the  upper  levels  of  the  former  office  building 
into  164  guest  rooms.  Plans  also  call  for  multiple  food  and  beverage  venues,  lounge 
areas,  a  spa,  event  space  and  a  rooftop  deck  with  a  swimming  pool  and  seating. 

Supportive  Flousinq  Planned  at  7th  &  San  Pedro 

The  project  by  Skid  Row  Flousing  Trust  would  create  a  total  of  100  affordable  apartments 
geared  towards  homeless  veterans.

Inside  the  Arts  District's  New  $60  Million  Flousinq  Complex 

After  three  years  of  construction,  one  of  the  largest  projects  in  the  Arts  District  is  now 
open.  The  Garey  Building,  tucked  into  the  northern  end  of  the  neighborhood  and  across 
from  the  Hauser  Wirth  &  Schimmel  art  complex,  touts  320  apartments  on  nearly  three 
acres  of  land.
